BROOKE AFTER EVANS 


He Thought the Miner Not Able to Perform 


the Duties of a Policeman. 


'lam with 
you again with the 
same list of appointments for police 
officers," said Mayor Cassingham after 
the minutes had been approved and 
the ooject of the special meeting had 
been slated. 


"I wish to state that no personal 
interest enters Into my attitude o n 
this question,'r said Brooke rising 
from bis place at the table, he siw, 
farthest east of the trio.Rinner occu- 
pying the ceater. "1 don't considei 
Evans physically able to perform the 
duties of a policeman. Ir an examin- 
ation is required for service in the 
army and by other cities for police 
men we can't afford to ignore these 
requirements altogether. I have u 
great deal of respect for Evans and 
never heard a word against him. But 
i would like to s,ee the force as near a 
height as possible. One of the most 
ludicrous sights I ever witnessed was 
a small officer trying to take a biy 
man who didn't want to go. I would 
like to see the otlicers assorted as to 
size. I think the torce should be noo. 
partisan. The mayor -hould select 
the best timber he can get, and all J 
ask is that we have men who will give 
the biggest dollar's worth possible." 


"We don't have civil service in our 
government," answered the mayor. 
"I believe in considering the physical 
qualifications of an applicant, but we 
'••an't get as good men as if we paid 
more money. When the question of sal- 
ary came up some time ago I said that. 
$1.33} a day is not enough to pay our 
men. No man can dress as we re- 
quire, keep his linen clean, his shoes 
bright 
and his uniform free from 
patches and support a family on that 
amount, and remember he works 12 
hours every day for it. I want men 
who are sober, honest and reliable 
and I don't believe he must be a 
mountain to be a good officer. 
When 


an officer raises his finger against a 
law breaker that should be enough. 1 
have instructed the men not to use 
their clubs except in the most ex- 
treme cases. I have known Davy Ev- 
ans 27 years. 
He is honest, sober and 


industrious and if he is not a compe- 
tent otWcer his head will go off like 
that of any other man on the force." 
. "I once saw six men and a wheel- 
barrow required to take one man to 
jail," persisted Brooke. 
"That was years ago,"said the may- 
or. "I believe we have fewer arrests 
now than we did in those days. It's 
not because the officers neglect their 
duties. There has been a change.The 
men who were boisterous in those 
days are trying to 
make men of 


themselves. 1 have been criticized 
for kind words used in this chair but 
I believe more can be done that way 
than by force. 
"I can't conscientiously turn down 


Evans now that the report has been 
circulated that he Is a coward and un- 
fit for this appointment. It has been i 
said he is not tit for the place and I 
won't turn him down. I was inter- 
viewed by a party, not. a member of 
council, who asked me to do it. 
You 
can repeal the ordinance giving me 
power over the police force but then 
you'll have to look after them your- 
selves. You can't expect me to do it." 
"It has been said I didn't consult 
council regarding these appointments. 
A year ago I did. I was then of the 
majority and out of courtesy consult- 
ed the Republican members. This 
year I was the minority and felt tbat 
council should come to me. I am not 
anxious to antagonize council but 1 
have given you four of these olltaers. 
When Merchants' Officer Johnson, a 
Republican, was suggested I appoint- 
ed him and that with a Democratic 
majority in this council. 


"I didn't know you wanted council 
to consult with you." said Brooke. 
"We would have been glad to have 
met with you." 


Mr. Rinner being next of the trio 
arose and unable to resist the tempta- 
tion to give a little advice remarked 
that everybody was out of order, but. 
since It was an experience meeting he 
would give his. The remark was un- 
neceMary. Everybody expected him 
to talc. 


"I don't know that the mayor is to 
be biamed In particular," ne said. "J 
took the the statute (and here be read 
the law on appointments.) "The stat 


! ute means tbat council should be con- 
sulted before appointments are made. 
It would bare been policy to-have got- 
ten the opinion of council. 
It is not 
more than right to consult council. If 
we were going to continue as a village 
I would be ready to tight on this line. 
I know this man Evans when I see 
him. 
He and Lewis are strangers to 
me. I know nothing of their qualifi- 
cations.. I have no particular objec- 
tion." 


"I sought your advice on this mat- 
ter," said the mayor. "1 asked you to 
meet me. I was under the impres- 
sion we were in the minority and 
should stick together." 


Rinner didn't remember the occur- 
rence although the mayor recalled 
the circumstance surrounding it Rin- 
ner's memory still failed him. but he 
said: "For the reason I didn't know 
who was to be appointed I took the 
•itandi But there's no reason now to 
tight." 


•'My reason for voting against the 
confirmation of the appointments was 
L didn't know Lewis," said Mr. Stew- 
art the last of the trio. "The other I 
know. I spanked him once across a 
fence, and I never heard anything 
wrong of him 
I thought i* he was 


seeking an office he ought to see me 
and consult us to see if we would sup- 
port him. I believe the stand we 
took was intelligent, and I don't want 
to-antagonize the mayor." 
That ended the explanations of the 
two Republican members who with 
the aid of one Democrat had turned 
down three Republicans at the last 
meeting, and Docttr McNaughton 
promptly moved the appointments be 
confirmed. All voted yea, Brooke add- 
ing that he still believed Evans "was 
a little light."

The application of the Newark, 
Zanesville & Coshocton Traction com- 
pany for a franchise was taken up by

the application he advertised. B. F. 
Voorhees, as attorney for the com- 
pany, said that after this application 
bad been advertised for three weeks 
in a daily newspaper route two would 
be established. 


T. H. Wheeler, who is connected

.said his company had no desire to 
shut out any other, and the Newark 
fine could come in and bear its share of 
the expense of building that part of 
the line which it will use. He ad vised 
council to establish route two and 
then give the Newark people a fran- 
chise over route one or as much of 
it as they desired. He explained that 
his company was having trouble in 
in Zanesville, and the Newark line 
might be built before they could get 
to work, but that,he said, would make 
no-difference. 
He asked council to 
bear with his company while they 
fought the Boone franchise in the 
Zanesville courts.

The Americans follow prac- 
tically the same policy as the English- 
that is, the administration Is intrusted 
to a considerable extent to the Chi- 
nese members of the literati and. to in- 
terpreters, and with about the same re- 
sults as those attained by the English. 


"The Germaus. on the contrary, gov- 


ern their section directly and do it 
with the scrupulousness and punctuali- 
ty typical of them. They receive the 
taxes, levy contributions, etc., but In 
carrying out the police regulations 
they are liable to misuse their author- 
ity through the lack of familiarity 
with the native customs. 


"The French have Inaugurated a co- 


operation of the foreign and the local 
authorities. On one hand, good order 
Is assured by a commission at the head 
of which is one Chinese official and one 
member of the legation. The commis- 
sion has established military stations 
at various well chosen points and has 
thus succeeded in maintaining quiet 
throughout this section. On the other 
hand, the municipal administration haa 
been left to a council of notables, com- 
posed of 30 members, of wbom one- 
fourth must be Christians. The coun- 
cil is intrusted with the administration 
of Justice, the military authority only 
coming in to repress acts of rebellion 
and of armed robbery, which, by the 
way, 
are unusual occurrences, thanks 


to the vigilance of the military. 


"The council of notables has made 


the census of the population, Improved 
the roads and organized the lighting of 
the streets—heretofore an unknown 
thing. 
For the requirements of the 


soldiers supplies are given, without the 
usual vexatious delays or requisition. 
The inhabitants have shown them- 
selves well satisflcd with this system, 
uniting, as it does, the advantages of 
European administration and the ob- 
servance of local usage, the latter be- 
ing made known by Chinese-colabor- 
ers. It therefore, occurs that not only 


at Peking, but also through the prov 
Ince of Pe-chi-li, the Chinese frequently 
request to be governed by this system 
of co-operation."

A pond on the farm of La Marlequette, 


bordered by rocky shores, was last year 
drained by the aid of a »tea in pump. 
Each stroke of the piston drew up 25 .gal- 
lons of water, and the pond was emptied 
'In a few hours, and not only was the w«- 
tpr. drawn off, but all the fishes also were 
transferred to a new element. 


This was a revolution. The owners 


of ponds in the neighborhood followed 
suit; and the proprietor of the pump is 
making a specialty of this sort of work. 
He lets one of his pumps modified for 
the purpose. The peasants of the region 
cali it the "fish pump." 
Each stroke 


of the pibton brings up a torrent of water 
la which ar« fisu and crawfish, together 
with mud nnd debris. A sort of metal 
basket receives the whole. The water 
and slime exude, while a boy collects 
the fish and sorts them according to 
species and weight. 


Recently one pond of several acres 
was cleared of fish at an expense of 36 
francs, or $7120. 
The process is in- 


genious, but as one cannot have the fish 
and eat them also such rapid consump- 
tion must lead to equally rapid extermi- 
nation.
